T o fend and rem onilrste w ith 
thafc governm ents, by w h«fe fubjefls th« 
outrages were committed, d e m a n d in g rejiara- 
tion, at:d at the fame time preparing by fore« 
to rr¡j I t u t u r t aggrelFions if th ey fhould be 
found o be authorized, would be to aél julk 
as General W a f h in g to n and M r A dam s t ad 
a¿ted before ; and ot courfe would bf very 
unpUilofophical and anti-republican.

(hals, and conilables, and militia men 
go and take them onC of their (hip« o f w a r 
and have them before our juftices, by w hom 
they ihall be fined and imprifoned and fent 
out of the c o u n try , and that th e y ihall never 
come here again. 


ll any thing was before w a n tin g to ren<?cr 
us cotupletely ridiculous as well as c o n te m p ­ 
tible in the eyes of foreign nations, it wap 
jult fuch a law ; a law, which was intended 
merely to be talked of, and to enable t h e 
friends of the adminiilration 
to fay thac 
s o m e th in jt had been done for the vindication 
of our national rights t n d f o v e r tig n ty ; a 
law which at the time o f its paifage we pre- 
didtcd would never be carried ia to e x e c u ­ 
tion ; becaufe, paltry and inadequate as ic 
is, we knew that the adminiilration would 
never have the courage to execute it. 


I 'h e event has verified the pr«di£lion* 
Thofe very humiliating infults which t h a t 
law was to prevent and puniih, have b e e « 
daily increaCng, till there is n ow fcarcely a 
port 
of any confequence in th e U n i t e d 
States, which is not blockadad in form, b y 
armed veiTeli of fome foreign power, and 
fcarcely a mnil arrives that does not b r i n g 
intelligence o f fome violence c o m m itte d up* 
on the perfons or the property o f the citieens 
of this

W e offer them 
our felicitations epon this happy occafton« 
•nd fincerely hope that th t pleafures they 
will meat in their native country, and in the 
cmbracei of their friends, will compenfatt in 
• meafure for their paft fufferings. 
W e are 
forry to underftand vhat Commodore Barron 
has returned in very bad health. 


The particulars which we have colleAed 
are cnrroborativ« of what has been already 
puhliftied— General 
£aton deferves great 
credit ; to his enterprise and courage 
we 
sire principally indebted for the attainment ot 
t h t f “ important obj-As. 
W e underftand 
thnt General Eaton reached Derne about the 
l?ft of Apiil, when he inftantly attacked 
the Bafhaw*s army, and defeated it with 
little lofs,himfelf being wounded in the right 
arln fo as to render it ufelefs. 
T he few 
Americans who were in the aition, difplayed 
a courage 
that 
confounded 
the 
Tuiks, 
they were appointed to lead the attack, which 
ftrvice they perforned 
in a manner that 
did honor to their country.

ftand that at the time General E ston at­ 
tacked the army by Und, that Captain Hull 
in the Argus, C.^ptain Dent in the Nautilus, 
and lieuttnant Evans of the Hornet bomb 
ketch, attacked the batteries by fea. 


General E j ton’s army was, we underftand, 
eompofed f»f 1500 men, and 
that*-of the 
Balhaw’s ct 5000. This intrepid little band 
had marched lo o miles acrofs the Sandy 
Dc-ferts, through a huftile couniiy, and had 
feveral partial 
actions before the d«cifive 
one at D?rnr. 
General Eaton was wounded 
VIhen in the a£V of cutting down a Seik of tht 
Baftisw’s army. 


The refult of this aAion appears to have 
been an immediate propofal from the Bifhaw 
for peace ; Col. Lear went immediately to 
Tripoli and a treaty of peace was figned on 
the 3d of June, and our countrymen releafed 
the next day. 
The terms we cannot learn 
iuUy, but we undtrftand that at far as 
we had Tripolitans they were exchanged 
man for man, for tht balance of Ameri­ 
cans remaining we arc to pay 60.000 dollars. 
Some provifion, but what w* cannot under- 
ftand, is made for the £x-Bai)iaw ; his wife 
and family who were detained as htftages, 
are to be liberated.

little band fcaled Ihe walls and pulled down 
the Turkifti tl«g, in the place of which he 
PCACC I ininiediatcly hoiftedthe American ftandard ! 


The prefent baihtw of Tripoli is ftated by 
our ofRcera to be a n,an of confider ible talent 
and bravery, mixed vith great cruelty— al­ 
though they did not experience themfelves 
any uncommon fliareof the laft quality— at 
one time on the attack of th t brave Preble, 
when every manwasdriven from a fort but 
the Balhaw, he remained, coolly examining 
tbe operations with 1 fpy glafs. 
After the 
aAion of Eaton’s, that lead to. a peace, he 
was heard to declare, that if he ftiould ap­ 
proach nearer to Tripoli, he would malTacre 
every American and every Chriftian in his 
power. 
Mr. Lear has been blameu for mak­ 
ing a treaty precipitately, and before the ap­ 
pearance of the Aett, but as the danger cf 
the prifoners was eminent, and their relrafe 
the principal objeA of the war, it would ap­ 
pear that no moment that could attain this 
defirable end was to be wafted in ealculatious 
of future fucccfs, and that in embracing th( 
very firft opening to releafe them from the 
cruelty of the Baihaw, and (hutting the door 
forever on the return of his caprice or the 
chance of future events, he aÂed with the 
wifdom and precifion of a politician and 
patriot. 


The oncers and men appear while in T ri­ 
poli, to have been liberally treated and fup 
plied by the Confuls of the chriftian nations 
there, and from their generofity to have taft 
ed of the wines denied to their Mahometan 
mafters— this, perhaps, might have given th;* 
Baftiaw an idea that the Americans in their 
different attacks were drunk, for he often 
faid, when our .ViflT«ls ftood in fo boldly and 
made fuch near approaches to their forts, that 
thry were all drunk— if the attack was made 
in the afternoon, they had been drinking at 
dinner— if in the morning, they had been 
drinking all night—none but madmen,drunk­ 
ards or devils would run fuch rifq u e s-an d 
in this way he apologifed to himfelf for the 
defcrtion and flight of his own men.

Dutch colonies, are confumed or expe£led 
toijie confumed in A merica ; but by far the 
mod part are intended for exportation to the 
places where they will find the bed market. 


“ W e do not know how this fubje£l will 
be confidered by commercial men, but at 
prcfent it appears to us to be drdrudlive of 
a very ^rsat and valuable part of the trade 
of AiBrrioa. But whetlicr or not the Britidi 
governtnenc have t right, upon edabiidied 
prinoiplrs, and tb« laws of nations, to tda- 
blidi and cnforce this do£trine, there can be 
no reifon why they have not adopted a mode 
of promulgating ic a little lei's difagrecable, 
than that of a general order to their cruiaers 
to detain and fend in all A m erican vede It, 
laden with merchandiae not the g ro w th or 
manHfadlure of the U nited States.— Such a 
meaiure m u d in any event be produAive of 
much embarraíTment and expence, to which 
we ought not to have been fubjeAcd without 
previous and explicit notice. 


" T here ia no doubt, in o u r minds, that 
the principle which has been lately adopted 
in England, relative to the commerce of this 
country with the enemies of the 
former 
power, in articles which are not prohibited 
by the known andeilablifhedlaw sofnations, 
is unjud, and in the highed degree arbitrary 
and tyrannical. I t is a principle which ought 
not to be acknowledged by the American 
people, and it is hoped governm eat will 
adopt fuch fpirited meafures.onthis occiifion, 
as BihII either convince the Biitidi of their 
folly in pudiing fuch a meafure ; or, by the 
/ex talionis, oblige them to abandon it.**
